Alleged partisan Activity 

"In October 1952 STB and SNB units arrested 84 civilians, men and women, in 
various villages in district Brezno nad Hronom (including Cierny Balog, onec 
and Podhora) on charges of giving relief to Slovak partisans or state- 

ments that they were ready to join the ’white partisans' commanded by US pilots. 

STB agents dressed in US Army Air Force uniforms visited the homes of villagers 
and asked for food, clothing and' weapons. The villagers who fell for such 
provocation were arrested. The first sergeant of the security corps at Cierny 
Balog Sulak was also arrested during this ’partisan' incident.
